"NO. 1. THE BROKER. 


—_ 


The success of import and export 
business in Fongkorg depends to an 
enormous extent On the Rroker. Not 
the foreign bill broker who js’ seen 
bustling around ‘the city in a three 
piecee ticsha but the 


brings to the firm inquiries from the 
cealers and who, armed with foreign 
samples, prices and details as to 
quantity and shipment, induces the 
Chinese buyers to-give their orders, 

Without’ good bro business is 
impossible. The European staff 
have seldom a sufficient knowledge 
of the Chinese language to render 
them capable of doing the work the 
broker does and the Chinese’ buyer 
cften knows no English at all and so 
is unable to” approach the foreigner 
direct. In the old days the Com. 
Pracore was engaged to bridge the 
gap and perform.a similar duty to 
this, but now owing to the vast 
increase in the volume and com. 
plexity of local trade a dozen men 
are required where formerly one 
sufficed,. There are piece ‘goods 
brokers, yarn brokers, metal brukers, 
‘suncries ' brokers,,, export brokers, 
insurance’ brékers, and even. these 
divisions ere again subdivided into 
many branches,—so difficult is it for 
one individual to master all the 
intricacies of even a sing]: depart- 
ment of modern business. . 

The broker, then, is usually more 
cr less‘an expert in his particular 
line. He is an expert by “virtue of 
his knowledge of the requirements of 
the market. He should be able to 
‘look at an articlé and ‘advise almost 
at once whether it is or is not suit- 
able for local'neéds. He must know 
all the buyers in his special Province 


and what is more'he should be good |: 


friends with them all. As the Chinese 
put.it “he must have face.” Once! 
a broker loses his face on the market 
he might as well adopt. another Pro 
fession,

Of course all brokers do not eam Lee Hy 


good money and many of them sre 
continually on the verve of starvation: 
Invariably they have. large families 
and if the present depression in trade 
lasts much longer these unfortunates 
will suffer. 
Brokers employed by foreign firms 
werk quite as much for the 
dealer as for the concen which 
pays their wages. This seems dis- 
honest but the dealer is of their own 
Tace and is often a personal friend. 
If good profits ‘acerue to the buyer 
from a certain transaction who knows 
but what the broker may share in 
them.” . . ; . ‘ 
There is no proper system of 
employment in vogue amongst the 
firms which engage brokers —They- 
are usually introduced ‘by the Com- 
pradore and as is so often the case 
tn China they may be his relatives 
or connections. Some brokers work 
for almost.every firm in the colony 
and others change around from firm 
to firm as they pleasé. They are 


sometimes engaged: exclusively by | Shing 


one house fo devote their whole 
attention to its business, but if all 
stories are. true they seldom keep to 
their promises and may indeed be 
drawing commission—if not salary 
—from three or four sources. It 
might be suggested that the various 
employers should institute a system 
of registration_or certificates_or 
recommendations to Safeguard 
then interests, .but the brokers 
starting 2 
union or guild and offending firms 
might find themselves brokerless and 
out of the running. ‘As things stand 
at present brokers are engaged and 
dismissed in haphazard fashion and 
there is no check whatever on their 
activities ae 

In spite of his deficiencies, however, 
the Hongkong bsoker is one of the 
most important wheels in the com- 
plicated mechanism of-import and 
export business and by bis ex- 
perience, his accurate knowledge of 
local requirements and conditions, 
and his occasional suggestions, he is 
of immense assistance in maintaining 
and developing the commerce on 
which the life of the Colony depends.
